Mute School, located at Sioux Falls, Dakota. 


To His Kacellency, №. G. Ordway, Governor of Dakota Territory: 
On behalf of the Board of Directors of the Dakota Deaf Mute 
School, located at Sioux Falls, we submit the following as the first 


report of the Institution aforesaid. 


From the nature of the case such report can be little else than 

a mere statement, showing that such a school is in existence belong- 
ing to and supported by the Territory, and an introduction to the 

| report of the Superintendent of the school, and from such report may 


` be gathered the dondition of the school in all its aspects. 


The school had appropriated for the purpose of erecting a build- 
| ing, by the Legislature of 1880-81, the sum of $2,000, upon the con- 
| dition that the citizens of Sioux Falls would contribute $1,000, and

no longer an experiment in the Territory of Dakota. 
We believe we have secured in the Superintendent one of un~- 


questioned competency, and as to the zeal and energy he has shown ` 


in the work, we refer you to the rate of increase in attendance of 
deaf mutes: for the first term, from one to five; for the second term 


an attendance of nine, and for the present term there are m school , : 


seventeen pupils, with fair prospect of а greater number. 

Our ambition should be to first bring the great publie charity up 
to the standard of similar institutions in the countgy, and then work 
for pre-eminence. The hindrances before us now are, lack of furni- 
ture of our own, more room, the need of warmer building, and salary 
fund to pay those employed. 

The appendix to the Superintendent’s report will show how and 
by whom the school building has been furnished, and the cost. 

The building was fürnished by the Superintendent, James Simp: 
son, with the understanding that the Board of Directors would assist 
him in having the Legislature make an appropriation sufficient to 
reimburse him for the amount paid out for that purpose. "The Board 
having no funds with which to furnish the school, were very glad of 
an arrangement that would keep the school open and give the pupils 
a comfortable home, rather than lock up the house for want of furni- 
ture until the meeting of the Legislature. 

More room and a warmer building is needed to accommodate the 
school. Аз will be seen by reference to the report of the Superinten- 
dent, the rate of increase in attendance upon the school the past year 
admonishes us that the building contains its capacity, and that more 
room is required if we are to accommodate all who may apply for 
admission froin now оп. The number of deaf mutes now résidénts of 
the Territory exceeds forty-five, so far as known, in addition to those 
in attendance. The increase and growth of population that is tending 
Dakotaward will bring its share of unfortunate people who will seek 
instruction and be entitled to room in the school suited to their ad- 
vancement. I would suggest and recommend that a brick or stone 
structure be erected in such à manner as could be added to in the 
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Hus For the purpose of securing additional room, and at the same 
| time rendering the present building warmer, I would recommend an 
№ appropriation of $7,500, or so much thereof as may be necessary to’ -` 
BE erect a brick or stone addition on the north side of the present build- ' 
> ing, and veneering up the other sides with brick. This would give, 
the Territory a very substantial school building, ия it warmer, 
the latter, a thing of great necessity. 

Third item, that of salary and expense fund. By an oversight 
made ‘two years ago, when an appropriation was made of $2,000 for | 
building, there was no appropriation made for the salaries of the 
Superintendent and teachers of the school; consequently the Super- 
| intendent and teacher have received no pay for their work except the 
| small pittance saved out of the amount allowed for each pupil, after 
E paying the expenses of boarding, washing and taking care of them, 

E. in addition to teaching.

То the Board of Directors of the Dakota School for Deaf Mutes: 


GENTLEMEN: It seems proper that in presenting you the first 
report of this school, and of my work as Superintendent, T should first 
make brief mention of the eireumstances whiéh led to the establish- 
ment of the Dakota School for Deaf Mutes. 

Mainly through the efforts of the Веу. Thomas B. Berry, and 
Mrs. Jennie Mingus, nee "Wright, both of whom had experiences in 
the work of educating the deaf, and the generous voluntary assistance 
in the way of money from the citizens of Sioux Falls, the sehool was 
. opened for the first time in November, 1880,in a boarding house with 
one pupil, Mr. Berry being. Superintendent and Mrs. Mingus teacher, 

The Superintendent and teacher, feeling that the undertaking 
they had begun required the assistance of others as well as their own, 
invited the following prominent citizens of Dakota io become mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors : Messrs. E. A. Sherman, Sioux Falls; 
Newton Edmunds, Yankton; А. F. Shaw, Sioux Falls; J. О?В. 
Scobey, Brookings; Rev. G. С. Pennell, Deadwood; С. А. Louns- 
berry, Bismarck ; ©. K. Howard, Sioux Falls; V. P, Theilman, Par- 
ker; О. S. Gifford, Canton ; E.G. Wright, Sioux Falls ; all of whom 
very kindly consented. 

In the early part of the year 1881, the Territorial Legislative 
Assembly, then in séssion, made provision for the maintenance of a 
Territoriat School for the education of deaf mute residents of Da- 
kota, and located the same at Sioux Falls, with an appropriation of 
$2,000 for building, provided the village of Sioux Falls would donate : 
ten acres of land and $1,000 in money, which offer had previously 
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| been made on the part of Sioux Falls, in order to secure the location 
of the school. 


In June of the same year the Executive Committee of the Board 

selected the site, which was the free gift tothe Territory of ten acres 
fae of land from the following gentlemen: Messrs. E. A. Sherman, В. 
BE г. Pettigrew. N. E. Phillips, L. T. Dunning, all of-Sioux Falls, and 
Flsaac Emerson, of Melrose, Mass. 


' the school situated about three-fourths of a mile from the business 

' center of Sioux Falls, but within the corporate limits. The $1,000 
| donated by the village of Sioux Falls was added to the building fund 
| of $3, 000 appropriated аз before stated. 


Immediately following the the selection of the site began the 
erection of the school building, which was finished and ready for 


| j occupancy on the 19th of October, 1881, on which date the school 
Me was removed from its original place, the aforesaid boarding house, 
BE when the present incumbent assumed the duties of superintendent 
Й and teacher. 


The rate of increase in the number of ‘attendance for the first 


EE term was from one to five; for the second term from five to nine; 


and for the present, or third term, from nine to eighteen, with good 
prospect of several more before close of term. The rate of increase 
in attendance given above is the best evidence that the necessity and 
usefulness of this school is being appreciated by the parents of deaf 
mute’ children and the public in general. 


The system used here in instructing the deaf mutes is the one 
t invented m France by De РЕрее and Sicard, and introduced into this 
| country in 1817, by Thomas Н. Gallandet, an American, and Laurent 
Clerc, a Frenchman, the latter being himself a mute. This system 
has been disseminated and improved until there are, at this 
date, fifty-five schools in the United States, giving instruction to 
over seventy-eight hundred deaf children, employing some four hun- 
dred and sixty teachers, nearly all of whom obtamed their knowledge 
of the system either directly or indirectly from this source. 


The course of study followed here is the same as pursued in 
other similar schools. Special attention is paid to the correct use of

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the English language, ‘which, to all congenital mutes, is the most 
difficult study. : 

lt is an acknowledged fact that among those conversant with the 
deaf mutes that they are, as a class, more subject to sickness than is | 
common in other classes of people. Many of them inherit with the 
infirmity of deafness, not only a weakened constitution, but a strong 
tendency to pulmonary and other complaints. We are, however, 
happy to be permitted to report that not a single case of sickness to 
last twenty-four hours has occurred in this school since its opening in 
1880. In the hours of study, in the kind of ‘labor, in the recreation, 
regular baths and well cooked food, regard is constantly had to the 
health of the pupils as well as to their intellectual and moral 
improvement. |
